VATICAN RATIFICATION 
HITCH REPORTED. 
From Revrer’s CORRESPONDENT, 

VATICAN CITY, Friday. 


Inquiries at the Vatican with regard “5 
a report that the Pope had refused to 
ratify the Concordat signed with Germany 
on July 20th last were met with a certain 
reserve. It was pointed out, however, 
(1) that the Concordat was negotiated at 
a moment when Nazi policy towards. the

Mr. P. J. Brazil, ‘Town Clerk of: Waterford 
City, reviewed the general aspect of mtmicipal 
affairs. .He saidthat im the census: of 1926 
the poptilation of the County Borough was 
declared at 26,346 inhabitants, showing a 
slight. reduction. compared 'with the previous 
census, which is diflienlt to reconcile with the 
extension of the city during the period between 
two statements of, population statistics.

THE BOROUGH SURVEYOR. 


ist. David Sheedy, the Borongh Surveyor, 
kindly gave particulars concerning the new 
wi’ ‘supply and housing schemes referred to 
by the Mayor and Town Clerk. He said 
that the water supply of the city comes froin 
Knockaderry, 74 miles from the city, through 
a 13-inch pipe. These waterworks wére cdén- 
structed fifty-five years ago at a time when 
the city was inhabited by 25,000 people, and 
whe the demand for water was unlike what 
if is to-day; ™ Now. we find,” said Mr. 
Sheedy, ‘‘althongh the supply is operating 
well, considering the size of the pipe and the 
fact that. owing to the increased population, 
and the installation of up-to-date sanitary ft- 
tings in dwellings, the demand for water has 
so grown that at the moment the system 
of supply has had to be made 
intermittent, and it is shut o# at meht in the 
greater part of the city—all over, in fact, 
except in the John’s Hill area, where the hos- 
pitals. are situated.”’ 
The Corporation, he said, had been working 
on the question of increasing the water supply 
for some time, and had investigated the possi- 
bility of obtaining a subterranean siti by 
means of arterian wells, That had not been 
found a practical proposition, They were now 
considering the question of increasing the 
supply from Knockaderry either by means of 
an additional pipe or a Booster pump. © Mr. 
Nicholas O’Dwyer, B.E , consulting engineer, 
had submitted a preliminary report which. was 
under consideration. The first proposition 
would enable the Coporation to increase its 
water supply from the present quantity of 
50,000 gallons a day to about 1,800,000 
per day, or more than double the 
sipply. The cost would involve an expendi- 
vure of about £20,000. The matter will be 
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! submitted for the deliberation of the Council 


during the present month. Water now costs 
one shilling per thousand gallons, and the city 
water rate is two shillings in the 


LIGHTING, 


In 1925 the Corporation decided to change 
their public lighting from gas to electricity, 
and carry out public light by erecting their 
own generating plant and overhead Imes. to 
supply both light and power for private and 
public consumption. Messrs. MacEntee and 
O’Kelly were the consulting engineers for the 
new undertaking, bat the coming of the 
Shannon scheme ruled out the eraction of a 
generating plant. The Corporation was per- 
mitted to proceed with its overhead lines, 
and this work was practically completed at 
the time the Shannon scheme. current was 
available. The overhead lines were taken 
over by the Electricity Supply Board, the 
Corporation being recouped for their outlay 
in. the sum of £3,000, and the E.S.B.. now 
lights the city, which was the first provincial 
city to be supplied with electric light power 
from the Shannon. Public lighting costs 
£15,000 per annum, and for that sum it is 
claimed that Waterford is well lighted. 


| HOUSING PROBLEMS. 


Their position in regard to the housing 
problem was made manifest in 1929, when it 
was found there was urgent. need. for a thonu- 
sand new dwellings, “ We found,’” said the 
Borough Surveyor, ‘‘that 500 houses were 
unfit for habitation, and it was estimated that 
another 500 houses would be required to 
relieve overcrowding. Since then the Cor- 
poration has erected 250 houses, there are 92 
under construction at the moment, and 
tenders have been invited for a further 42 
dwellings.” 

It is hoped that the Corporation may be 
able to complete the programme of 
houses, which, however, will only be half of 
the city’s estimated need. Nearly 70 of the 
dwellings unfit for habitation have been 
demolished. Of 200 houses occupjed, 23 are 
five-roomed dwellings let at 14s. a week, 125 
four-roomed houses let at rents of 9s. weekly, 
and 102 are three-roomed structures for which 
the tenants pay 6s. 6d. a week all in. It is a 
hope of the Corporation to be able to build 
lower rented ‘houses. |

They had, he said, the services of two cross

the Clyde Shipping. Company. They’ carried 
passengers and export cargoes of butter, eggs, 
and bacon and cattle, but the last in dimi- 
nishing quantities at present. The Clyde 
Shipping Company pans to Liverpool twice 
a week, weekly to Glasgow, and occasionally 
with cattle consignments to Bristol. 

The Great Western Company s vessels had 
two sailings weekly. ‘Ine exports are cattle, 
sheep and pigs, and general agricultaral pro: 
duce, There had, he said, been a regular 
trade with the Continent since the imposition 
of the tariffs, A good deal of coal was 
brought in from Emden and other German 
ports, as more than half the coal consunied 
now came from the Continent. There was a 
regular trade from Namburg and Rotterdam 
wit miscellaneous cargoes, sugar, steel and 
iron and furniture, A big trade in timber 
had lately been evident. ná was principally 
Russian, .

MOBILISATION, 


For the past week, although the man in 
the street saw little sign of it, the mobilisa- 
tion of the Free State Regular Army and of a 
large proportion of the Reserve force has been 
proceeding quietly and smoothly all over the 
country. 

In peace time Regular units are maintained 

t somewhat less than two-thirds of their war 

trength. The first step in mobilisation is to 

ake good this deficiency in personnel.. This 

s done by calling up the Class “ A”' Reserve 
drafts assigned to each unit in peace time. 
[hese trained ex-Regular Army men all re- 
turn to their units and fall into their own 
places in their old sections and platoons. 

While the reservists are coming up, the 
necessary additional war equipment, guns, 
ammunition, vehicles, etc., are drawn from 
the regimental mobilisation stores and issued 

» units. Very few horses are maintained 
with dismounted units jn peace-time. Hun- 
dreds of additional animals are required to 
complete war establishments. These are 
procured by the Supply and Transport Ser- 
vice from ecrvilian sources and handed over to 
units as required. 

Having completed the major parts of his 
task—the mobilisation of additional personnel, 
animals and  equipment—the Commanding 
Officer of a Regular Army unit has to weed 
out his temporarily unfit units, and replace 
them by men drawn from the “first réplace- 
ments "—a small draft of additional men 
mobilised with each unit; he has to hand all 
bis peace-time equipment into stores, have 
all his equipment overhauled for repairs and 
adjustments, get his vehicles loaded-wéeady to 
move, and attend to a hundred and one other 
details. The time at his disposal for ali this 
is very limited. A Regular Army anit has 
to be ready to move to its war station forty- 
eight hours after general mobilisation is 
( rdered. 

Whatever difficulties may confront the 
Regular Commanding Officer, they are com- 
paratively small compared to those of the 
Commanding Officer of a Reserve or Volun- 
teer Unit. He has to overcome all the pro- 
blems confronting his Regular Army col- 
leag », for the war organisation and equip- 
men of Regular and Reserve units is iden- 
tical..

night at Leicester was the question— 
‘Must Science Ruin Economic Progress ! 

In the course of his remarks, he said—It is 
being commonly stated that scientific changes 
are coming so thick and fast, or are so radi 
in their nature and implications, that. the 
‘other factors of social life, the intangibles oí 
credit; the improvements in political and 
ante:national organisations and ideas are un- 
equal to the task of absorbing and accom- 
modating them; or else they’ present new 
problems which have no counterpart. 

Tf changes in social forms and human 
nature or Pehiavicar cannot possibly be made 
rapidly enongh for the task, then in that 
sense science may “ ruin ” economic progress, 
and the world might be better served in the 
end if. scientific innovation were retarded tq 
‘the maximum rate of social and economic 
change. 

The problem of scope, where the scale of 
production, upon which, for example, a 
chemical innovation can be made to give its 
real economic advantages, is a scale incon- 
sistent with the size of markets freely open 
in a nationalistic world. Here strains are 
set up in the international machine and in 
the balance eof trade, which may gravely 
jeopardise economic progress and dry up the 
juices of commerce. ‘here the innovation 
is absorbed most easily for “ offensive pur- 
poses,’ in a military or naval sense, that may 
create rivalries and changes of balance of 
power inimical to economic security and com- 
pel new economic sacrifices outweighing the 
direct economic advantages of peaceful uses. 
It is open to question whether the innovation 
of aircraft has yet become, on net balance, 
economic. progress. 

Every such scientific change disturbs an 
economic equation, That equation for 
human life may often be richer ultimately, 
but the pain or wasté of disturbance has to 
be debited to the gain before the net balan-e 
is progress. For the time being the balance 
may! be net loss—the price paid for to- 
morrow, If to-morrow is _ continually 
postponed, because it, in its turn, is re- 
disturbed, and the economic to-morrow never 
comes, it ts literally ‘‘ Jam. to-morrow and 
jam yesterday—but never jam to-day.” 


PROBLEM OF SUBSTITUTION. 


Sir Josiah spoke of substitution in ‘rival 
classes of utility. - A radio set might be a 
real substitute for a billiard table, and oil 
might be the enemy of hops, if cheap ‘bus 
riding supplanted long sittings in public- 
bouses. 

It used to be said of British machinery 
that it was made good enough to last for ever, 
and long after it became old-fashioned, 
whereas American machities were made to be 
worn “out much earlier and were thus 
cheaper, ‘but could be immediately replaced 
by capital assets codtaining the latest de- 
vices, 

Hí the period of use life and fashion- 
able life can.be made to correspond, there is 
greatest economy and security of capital. But 
if the expensive embodiment of the latest 
science can be outmoded and superseded long 
before it is worn out, there is waste of capi- 
tal; loss of interest, and resultant insecurity 
of business and investment. | 

Suppose the giant Cunarder attracts a pro- 
fitable contingent for two years only, when 
a lucky invention in a new and. rival vessel 
attracts all her-passengers at a slightly lower 
fare. Here is progress in one typical sense, 
but the small net advantage to be secured by 
individuals as free-lance consumers may be

MIND AND REALITY. 
Professor F. Aveling dealt with the 
mysteries of mind in bis presidential address 
to the Psychology Section. 

There was, he maintained, more in mind 
than the sensory experiences which formed 
the starting point for physical science. 

The external world, as presented to us ‘by 
contemporary science, possessed none of the 
glamour and richness with which it was 
clothed in sensory experience. It had no 
colour, sound, odour, warmth, e xtension, 
shape, or material substance.  Yet the 
physicists wonld tell us that they were deal- 
ing with reality, and that one “ reality’ in 
meid was not, what we naively supposed it 
to be. 

The world, he said, that has successively 
keen conceived as a world of extended and 
solid objects, a world of atoms, of electrons 
and protons, or of wave motions, is more 
physically real for. physics than the every- 
day world in which we consciously live. 

_ Professor Aveling remarked at another 
juncture; ‘‘If seeing is believing, And mathe- 
matical proof convincing, the immediate living 
experience of niyself “knowing and feelin 
and willing is most impressive of all. Though 
not a Cartesian, in this I agree with 
Descartes, that such experience is not merel 
believable or convincing, but indubitable,’’ 


“COMMUNITY THINKING,” 
Perils of modern “ community thinking *’

KING FEISAL. 


The Times in a leading article to-day 
says:—The tragically sudden death of 
King Feisal has robbed this country of a 
— friend and gallant ally, and has 
eprived the people of Iraq of a ruler who 
had rendered them inestimable services. 
The blow is all the more serious in that 
it has fallen at a moment when the 
Government of Iraq is about to face the 
inevitable. criticism by the League of 
Nations of the indiscriminate repression 
of an Assyrian outbreak by some of its 
officers and officials, and when the Arabs 
of Traq have been excited by the possi- 
bility ‘that their country may ‘appear in 
the réle of defendant at Geneva, by a sharp 
dispute with the French Government, and 
by unfounded suspicions of the motives 
which led to recent British representations 
at Baghdad. The political moderation 
whica King Feisal preached by practice is 
more than ever needed to-day, and the 
many friends of Iraq in this country will 
hope that his son and successor, Kin 
Ghazi, who was crowned yesterday, will 
follow the lines traced by his illustrious 
father in the twelve years of his evenful 
reign. 

Few kings have ascended a throne in 
more difficult cireumstances than the son 
vf King Hussein of the Hejaz. He had 
ridden to fame at the head of the Arab 
Army when the Turkish hosts went down 
before the final British onslaught on the 
plain of Sharon. He had been proclaimed

DEVOTION TO DUTY. 
King Feisal’s death is thought in Berne 


| to be the tragic climax to a long period of 


ill-health, caused by devotion to duty dur- 
ing recent political events. 

He had arrived in Switzerland last Sun- 
day to regain his health, and seemed quite 
well during Thursday. He died from the 
effects of arterio-sclerosis, from which he 
had long suffered. His private physician 
had been treating him for this trouble for 
years past. The doctor who performed the 
embalming operation said that the arteries 
were completely hardened. It was, conse- 
quently, not surprising that death super- 
vened from little extra pressure. 

It is possible that the excursion that he 
took on Thursday to Interlaken may have 
accelerated the attack. As he was on the 
return journey the car took a wrong road 
that soared to a high altitude, and the 
pressure on the heart might easily have 
brought on the attack, which occurred 
shortly after midnight. 

“T am satisfied. I have done my duty. 
I have served the nation with all my 
power. My hope is that after I have gone 
my nation will be happy, strong and 
united.” Those are reported to be the 
last words of King Feisal as he died. 


INTERRUPTED CURE. 

Pan Sin Bey, Chief Master of 
Ceremonies, said yesterday that King 
Feisal on his first visit to Berne in July 
felt much better: for his treatment, but 
he was unable to. finish the treatment as 
he was suddenly recalled to Iraq to inquire 
into the Assyrian affair. He returned by 
air from Bagdad on Sunday, but he had 
lost about eleven pounds in weight, which 
was caused by worry and anxiety. Earlier 
ia the week the King had been attending 
to his personal affairs, and had been out 
for walks om numerous occasions, _ 
The King’s brother Ali, the former King 
of the Hedjaz, and Nuri Pasha, the Iraq 
Minister for Foreign Affairs, were present 
at the bedside when he died. : 
The fact that the British Government 
has placed a cruiser at the disposal of the 
Iraq Government for the transportation 
of the body has been greatly appreciated 
in the entourage of the late King. 


OLD HARROVIAN. 

The new King of Iraq is of slim build 
and a keen sportsman. He went straight 
from Iraq to Harrow in 1925 at the age 
of thirteen. At first he found tife difficult 
in new surroundings, thrown rather pre- 
cipitately into public school life. 

The Emir Ghazi, however, soon deve- 
loped into a good tennis player and a 
keen cricketer.

ALLENBY'S TRIBUTE. 


A tribute to King Feisal was paid by 
Viscount Allenby, Commander-in-Chief of 
the Egyptian Expeditionary Force from 
1917 to 1919, broadeasting last night. 

“ Death has been busy of late among 
the great men of the earth,” said Viscount 
Allenby. ‘‘ Now, with the passing of 
King Feisal of Iraq has disappeared a 
personality—one of the most picturesque 
of those who took a leading part in the 
Great War. Tall, graceful and handsome 


eyes lighting up a face of calm dignity, he 
looked the very type of royalty. 

“ I first met the Emir Feisal on the day 
after the fall of Damaseus, the first or 
second of October, 1918, when he entered 
that city with his Army, gecompanied and 
aided by a band of aici young British 
officers. He had led that Army north- 
wards through the Syrian desert, securing 
the right flank of my main Army, the 
Egyptian Expeditionary Force, and ably 
assisting in the battles which led to the 
overthrow of our enemy. 

“ In Damascus, Feisal unfurled the flag 
of the Hedjaz. There, with the approval 
of the Allies, he took up the reins of 
government as King of Syria. However, 
in 1920 there arose friction with the man- 
datory Power, ar . his rule came to an 
end. In August, 1921, Feisal became 
King of Iraq (Mesopotamia), under 
British mandate. When the mandate ex- 
pired in the present year, last June King 
Feisal paid his official visit as an inde- 
pendent sovereign to King George of 
England.

SOCIALISTS FORCE PRIME 
MINISTER TO RESIGN, 
From Revrer’s CORRESPONDENT, 

MADRID, Friday. 


The Cabinet of Sefior Azana has re- 
signed. There had been persistent rumours 
for some time that the resignation was 
imminent; for the tide of opposition 
against the Government has been rising 
steadily. 

The Socialist Party, in particular, has 
been threatening of late, and a Socialist 
bid for power seems certain. 

In a recent debate in the Cortes the 
Government obtained a vote of confidence 
from only 146 out of 450 deputies, the 
Opposition walking out of the Chamber in 
a body. , | 

The fiery spirit of the Socialist Opposi- 
tion is indicated by a recent speech by Don 
Bruno Alonso, a Socialist deputy, who de- 
clared at a mass meeting: “ We will sally 
forth into the streets and make another 
St. Bartholomew's Night if the forces of 
reaction should destroy the Republic.” 

He went on to describe Spain as 
“perhaps the most undisciplined, most 
anarchical, and most individualistic 
country in Europe.” 

It is believed that the Premiership will 
be offered to Sefior Lerroux, the Foreign 
Minister; but the. latter has shown little 
inclination for heavy responsibilities, 
although he has attacked the Government 
on many occasions. Sefior Lerrou-: re- 
ntly declared that he was afraid of the

Advisory Committee, 
at the request of the British Government, 
agreed to ees into these representations 
when a detáiled statement of the case was 
available. This statement has now beet 
received, and has been referred to the Com- 
mittee, = 

' The President of the Board of Trade, in his 
letter to the Chairman of the Import Duties 
Advisory Committee on July 20th, stated :— 
“There is a provision in the United Kingdom- 
Canadian Agreement, concluded at Ottawa, 
under which if either Government is satisfied 
that preferences granted under the agreement 
in respect of any particular class of com- 
modities are likely to be frustrated in whole 
or in part by reason of the creation or main- 
tenance; directly or indirectly, of prices for 
such class of commodities through State 
action on the part of any foreign country, 
that Government shall take steps to prohibit 
the import. from that; foreign country of the 
goods in question. 

“ Article 21 was-inserted in the agreement 


at the express wish of the Canadian Govern. 


ment, whose timber interests allege that they 
are unable to conduct their industry on a 
rofitable basis owing to the competition of 
ETM timber in the United Kingdom 
market. Action in regard to these complaints 
was not possible while the temporary com- 
mercial agreement concluded in 1930 with the 
Soviet. Government remained in force. This 
agreement came to an end on Apri) 17th.

Mr. T. O'Donnell, 8.C., who presided, ex- 
plained that letters had been sent to the 
various manufacturers asking what price they 
were prepared to pay for this season's crop. 
A reply eons Carroll’s, Dundalk, stated that 
until they saw samples of the tobacco in its 
finished state they could not state what they 
could pay. Messrs. Clarke, on their own 
behalf and on behalf of Messrs. Wills and 
Players, stated that they would require to 
see samples of tobacco cured and dried, but 
they should be satisfied that it was. of the 
right quality. A statement had been made 
by Messrs. Taylor that they were prepared 
to pay 2s. to ós. per lb. for tobacco which 
would be sold at sixpence per ounce. If 
manufacturers or dealers thought that they 
could buy tobacco at 2s. per lb. and sell it 
at 8s, per lb. they were very much mistaken. 

The farmer was entitled to more of the 
profit than he was offered now. He did not 
see why tobacco.growers. should not combine 
to rehandle and sell their own tobacco. Until 
that was done the manufacturers would make 
no move. 

The Dean of Cashel suggested that samples 
should be sent to the different manufacturers 
in the Free State. 

It was finally decided: to exhibit samples 
of tobacco at.a suitable centre, where repre-
